LONDON, March 8.--Britain’s 
appropriations for land, sea and 
air forces for the ensuing year 
were completed today with pres- 
entation of the army estimates 
calling for an increase in per- 


sonnel, just as the naval estimates | 


called for a personnel increase 
and the air estimates for an in- 
crease of four squadrons. 


Army estimates totalled $198,000,- | 
| 000, an increase of $8,250,000. The} 


total naval, military and air es- 
timates are $567,555,000, an increase | 
lof $23,825,000 over last year. 

The additional vote in the army 
estimates is to be used for modern- 
ization of coast and other defences, 
continuation of mechanization, 
building up of suitable reserve 
stores, and improvement of bar- 
racks, 

A tank brigade of four battal- 
ions is to be formed from within 
the existing resources of the 
Royal Tank corps. 

The estimates provide for a max- 
imum of 149,500 officers and men, 
jincrease of 800, mostly due to re- 
vision of units at defended ports. 
Strength of the regular army, in- 
cluding troops in India, will on 
April 1, be approximately 800 below 
the establishment quota, but Brit- 
ish troops in India will be up to the 
establishment.

Reigns on Ship

WEEKAHKEW, N.J., March 8.— 
Her bow crushed, the steamer Black | 
Eagle arrived in port today carry- | 
ing the crew of the freighter Con- | 
cordia which she rammed and sank |

How Australia Beat 
Depression 


The Bulletin has on several occasions called 
attention to the measures which were adopted 
by the Government of the Commonwealth of 
Australia to combat the influence of the world 
depression, and the remarkable success which 
followed their application. Such references, 
appearing in other Canadian 
have been treated with characteristic courtesy 


this and papers, 


by our champions of “sound” money and un- 


checked deflation. They have been described 
in high quarters as the vain imaginings of 
newspapermen, “earning a few dollars per 


week,” and therefore incapable of knowing any- 
thing about such subjects as money, its use and 
misuse. Furthermore, it has been suggested 
these references were published with malicious 


intent to damage the prestige of our monetary 
infallibles, and were nothing more than 


attempts of “self-styled” economists to exploit 
“half-baked theories” on the money question. 

Well, the story of Australian recovery and 
how it came about has now been told by a 
Canadian who is not a newspaperman, who is 
not a critic of the present Dominion Govern- 
ment, who will hardly be dubbed a “self- 
appointed” economist, and who certainly cannot 
be supposed to be interested in the exploitation 
of wild theories about money. The writer is 
Dr. Donald M. Marvin, economist of the Royal 
| Bank of Canada, and his article appears in the 
Monthly Letter issued by that Bank for dis- 
tribution among its customers, dated Mar. 2nd, 
| 1934. The quotations which follow are taken 
from Dr. Marvin's article, and fairly summarise 
his statements and conclusions, 


When the depression struck the world, Aus- 

| tralia was worse situated than any other im- 
portant country to stand the shock 

“In contrast with the apparently optimis- 


tie outlook in Canada, the United States and 
most other countries in 1928 and early 1929, 
prospects in Australia at that time were most 
unfavorable. From 1926 onward there had 
been a relatively steady decline in commodity 
prices, the debts of the Federal and Provincial 
Governments had tripled within the previous 
fourteen years and the revenues of both the 
governments and industry were beginning to 
decline.” 


Australia, like Canada, is vitally concerned 
in selling primary products abroad, and in the 
prices and volume of proceeds secured for 
them: 

“Australia peculiarly dependent upon 
primary production and that primary pro- 
duction, in turn, txpon highly variable rain- 
fall.

to stimulate exports and reduce imports.’ 
The crisis was met by hoisting the tariff to 
check imports, as in Canada at a later date, but 
supplemented by a change in monetary policy 


aimed to support the Australian prices for 
exported products: 
“To reduce imports, tariffs were sharply 


increased. To secure the balance with which 
payments could be made it was essential that 
the productivity of the export industries be 
maintained even at the expense of special 
assistance, If the Australian prices on export 
commodities had been permitted to fall off 
in harmony with world prices, in the ensuing 
slump exports might have been reduced al- 
most as much as imports. Further curtailment 
of imports and the required stimulation of 
exports were attained through monetary 
policy. Gold puyments were abandoned at the 
end of 1929. For the succeeding year, ex- 
change was maintained at a discount of 82 
per cent in relation to sterling. In January, 
1931, it was allowed tu go to 30 per cent dis- 
count, where it remained until Great Britain 
abandoned the gold standard, at which time 
a rate of 25 per cent discount in relation to 
sterling was established.” 


A disastrous slump in wholesale prices, 
such as happened in Canada, was thereby 
averted: 


“By this monetary policy internal prices 
were maintamed at a relatively high level. 
Through the first eight months of 1930 the 
index of wholesale prices was less than 10 per 
cent below 1929. Throughout the rest of the 
year it averaged about 20 per cent of the 1929 
level, reaching a low point of 23 per cent 
below that level in December. Throughout 
1931 and 1932 it held very close to 80 per 
cent of the 1929 level but it fell off to abgut 
a little less than 75 per cent of that level in 
the months from January to April, 1933. Since 
that time it has again recovered and through- 
out the rest of the year it held closely to a 
level, 80 per cent of that of 1929.” 

The key object of this shift of monetary 
policy was to maintain the prices which pro- 
ducers in Australia received for products sold 
abroad. Canadian farmers who saw the price 
of wheat drop from $1.25 a bushel to 20 cents; 
Canadian lumbermen whose mills stood idle for 
years because the price obtainable for lumber 
abroad, when translated into our gold dollars, 
would not give them enough to pay wages to 
their employees; our army of idle men who 
have been for years without earning power: 
taxpayers have been burdened with the 
cost of supporting one man in three in idle- 
ness at subsistence level; these will be particu- 
larly interested in the following paragraph: 

“Since 1929 the export price index of 
Australia has varied by less than 5 per cent. 
With this stability of the prices of export 
commodities, costs of production in the basic 
Australian industries were kept in proportion 
to internal and external prices. Unemploy- 
ment was held within reasonable bounds and 
relatively high scales of wayes and purchas- 
ing power were maintained. The cost of relief 
was correspondingly lower than in other 
countries and government revenue was kept 
on a far higher basis than would have been 
possible if the earning power of Australian 
industry had been reduced by loss of export 
markets,”

Inflation saved the day for Australia: 

“If Australia had attempted to remain on 
the gold standard it would have been neces- 
sary to reduce the note issue sharply, and 
the government could have secured ac- 
commodation in the home market. The deficits 
tweurred throughout the worst of the depres- 
by Treasury bills 
were discounted by the Commonwealth Bank, 
and in part rediscounted with the trading 
bank I'he rate of discount was 6 per cent at 
one time, but fell to 4 per cent by the Ist of 
July, 1931, to 344 per cent in January, 1933, 
and to 2% per cent by July, 1933. With the 
growth public confidence, cheap and 
reasonably plentiful credit for the govern- 
ment was secured, This policy permitted the 
formulation of the “Premiers’ Plan” for deal- 
mg with government debt, and the internal 
debt was refunded on a basis which reduced

interest charges by 22! per cent.” 
And Australia controlled its inflation, de- 


pite the assurances of our classic economists 
that inflation cannot be controlled: 

“The credit expans ion necessary for the 
tenance of a stable price level proved 
sufficient for government requirements, but 
there has been no attempt to expand credit 
to a point which would increase the export 


prices above the level of 1929. It is this 
criterion of price level which has been the 
safeguard against undue inflation.” 

Can anyone imagine Canada’s “sound"’ 


money Government finding itself at this time 
so inundated by revenue that it could reduce 
taxes, reduce the tariff, and actually hand back 
tnjllions of dollars of tax-money already paid 
in? The Government of Australia has been 
doing these things: 

“In the past few months the surplus of 
government revenues has proved larger than 
was anticipated, so that the government has 
been able to give a fresh stimulus to iudus- 
trial activity by reduction in taxes and tariffs 
and by actual refunds of substantial amounts 
paid in taves. In the budget for 1933-34 these 
refunds amounted to 7,490,000 pounds.” 

Canadians who have lost their homes, their 
Savings, their self-dependence and their hopes 
of future security through the disorganization 
of industry and prolonged unemployment will 
read with interest this concluding paragraph 
from the record of Australia’s recovery: 

“Throughout the depression there was no 
prolonged period of disequilibrium and dis- 
organization in Australian industry. Pro- 
ductivity, wealth creation, buying power were 
maintained. The decline in buying power 
which is brought about in most countries in a 
depression is the result of the interruption of 
the creation of wealth—it is not primarily a 
@ result of over-production. Those who con- 
tinue to create have products which can he 
exchanged within the country and with other 
countries. In the world’ depression it was the 
monetary system which gave way. The his- 
tory of the monetary policy of Australia will 
constitute a precedent of vast importance 
when the next decline in prices creates dis- 
equilibrium in world affairs.” 

That is to say, Australia has fought the de- 
pression and fought it successfully, by mone-

Japanese ladies take a ten-years’ course of in- 
struction in arranging flowers in the classic 
Ko-ryu and Enshiu-ryu forms.

The Japanese have a sense of humor, too 
When Mr. Henry Pu Yi by the grace of God 
and the might of Japan ascended the throne of 
Manchukuo a few days ago to leave it as Em- 
peror Kang ‘Teh, the Japanese authorities as- 
sociated a flower with him. It the orchid. 
Kang Teh will be known as the orchid Emperor. 

That sounds very impressive to Occidental 
ears, for we associate orchids with costli- 
ness, and buy them on rare and generous oc- 
casions for the lady or other of our choice. But 
the Japanese know that the orchid is a parasite 
flower that gains its magnificence through the 
sap and roots of sturdier but less showy stock. 
Some well-lubricated Nipponese mind probably 
wanted to give the Emperor Hang Teh a con- 
stant reminder that he holds his puppet state 
as a parasite of Japanese strength.

Though Kang Teh was declared to be “heav- 
en-ordained,” the Japanese took no chances 
of human interference with their plans. Mr 
Henry Pu Yi proceeded from the palace to the 
Altar of Heaven for the day-long religious 
ritual, through a double row of soldiers stand- 
ing three deep, for the whole five miles of the 
journey. That was not enough. He travelled 
in an American-made armoured car weighing 
three tons. 

Manchukuo is very like western Canada in 
physiography and climate, The ceremonies be- 
gan at dawn. The prostration of the Emperor 
takes place as the sun breaks across the hori- 
zon. If it had taken place outside Edmonton 
ov Regina we'd lave been there in heavy over- 
coats and mufflers. But the Emperor Kang Teh, 
who has issued precise instructions as to the 
kind of morning coats and spats to be worn at 
his court, instructed that those attending the 
ceremony must wear formal evening suits with 
top hats and no overcoats. The women had to 
wear evening gowns without cloaks. This was 
in zero weather at dawn on a wind-swept plain, 
five miles outside the city. It applied to camera 
men and newspaper correspondents, too. 

When you see the newsreels of the corona- 
tion ceremonies, think kindly of the poor re- 
porters and news-reel men, standing shivering 
in the dawn in top hats and evening suits, with-

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1892, the elect- 
ors of Quebec cast their ballots in 
one of the most interesting elec- 
tions in the province’s history. 
Seemingly the issue was between 
the Conservatives under deBouch- 
erville and the Liberals under 
Honore Mercier; but in reality the 
stake was the reputation of Hon 
A, R. Angers, the lieutenant 
governor of the day. 

Mercier had atiained office in 
1887 as a result of the wave pf 
discontent which had = swept 
through Quebec as a consequence 
of the execution of Louis Riel at 
Regina on November 16, 1885. He 
was one of the leaders of the 
Parti National, which had its gen- 
esis in an historic demonstration, 
on the Champ de Mars at Mon- 
treal, and which rallied to its 
flag not only the Liberals but 
hundreds of Conservatives, whose 
racial passions had been aroused 
by the inflammatory oratory of 
the men who denounced John A 
Macdonald and J, A, Chapleau as 
the “hangmen of Ottawa.” 

Mercier’s administration was ef- 
fective and theatrical. He became 
a national figure when he passed 
the Jesuits Estates Act by which 
he compensated the Jesuit Order 
for lands sequestrated to the 
crown in 1800 after the death of 
the last living Jesuit in Canada, 
and it should always be remem 
bered, at a time when the Jesuits

Treatment for Chronic Nephritis

fhe average case of nephritis, 
if treated early enough, will read- 
ily yield to the fasting method 
of cure, and. improvement may 
often be secured in a fairly short 
time. It is, of course, possible 
that the disease has produced 
structural changes in the kidney: 
which can not be entirely over- 
come, but such cases are not fre- 


quent and if the patient is wil-? 


ling to follow strict habits of life, 
a complete cure will be secured 
in the average case

can I do to get well?” I know 


that if you were sitting right here 
beside my desk, you would ask 
this very question. Therefore, I 
am going to give you the treat- 
ment I have found the best in 
overcoming this kind of chronic 
kidney trouble. 

At the start of the treatment, 
you are to take a fast for from 
5 to 7 days. Use an eight ounce 
glass of either tomato juice or 
orange juice every two hours, and 
continue through the entire day 


whatever juice you begin with 
in the morning. It is all right, 


however, to use the orange juice 
for two or three days and then 
to switch to the tomato juice. Be 
sure that the enema is also used 
each day. An abundance of water 
is to be taken during the day, 
using the distilled water, if pos- 
sible. In most cases, I do not 
find it necessary to limit the 
water used, and even two or three 
gallons may be used per day. This 
will assist in flushing out wastes. 

In most cases, this treatment 
will be satisfactory and at the end 
of the seven-day fast, you should 
have a urinalysis test made, If 
this shows a decided improve- 
ment, the fast may be broken 
with a non-starchy, non-protein 
diet to be taken for 4 days, using 
the following diet: Three times 
a day you are to make a meal of 
soup prepared by grinding to- 
gether in the food grinder the 
following foods, spinach, small 
carrots, celery and parsley, Cook 
together for 2 hours and use as 
much as desired. In between the 


soup meals, drink plenty of water. 

If the fast does not bring about 
as rapid a recovery as you desire, 
it may be advisable to use a milk 
diet for three or four weeks, tak- 
ing an eight ounce glass of milk 
stly every hour. Before cach 
glass of milk, take one-hali tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice and use 
the enema each day, exactly the 


same as you did while on the 
fruit juice 
In those cases where the fast 


corrects the albumin and this no 
longer shows in the urinalysis, 
when you finish the diet using 
the soup, you are now ready for 


a restricted diet. I suggest for 
breakfast: 1 egg, 3 or 4 pieces 
of Melba toast and a dish of 


stewed fruit. Lunch is to consist 
of one or more cooked non-starchy 
vegetables and a large raw salad 
Dinner is to consist of 4 ounces 
of lean meat, a cooked non- 
starchy vegetable, a medium salad 
and for dessert, either Jello or 
stewed fruit. Use as little salt 
as possible in preparing your 
foods. 

1 usually advise a urinalysis 
every two or three weeks, in 
order to see how much of an im- 
provement has been made and 
maintained, 

As the cure progresses, the pa- 
tient must be encouraged to take 
up light exercises, gradually in- 
creasing them as strength permits. 
He is also to keep up a good skin 
elimination by sponge baths or 
shower baths, daily, following by 
a brisk rubbing of the skin with 
a course towel. Continue the 
enema as long as any albumin 
or hyaline casts show in the urin- 
alysis, 

Even though only a partial cure 
is secured, it is entirely possible 
for the patient to live from 10-15 
years longer by using a careful 
diet. However, I have seen many 
cases in which a complete cure 
was accomplished where the pa- 
tient was willing to follow a com- 
mon-sense diet and to use other 
good habits of living. I kept 
track of one case for 6 years, and 
no return of the nephritis occur- 
red after the cure was established.

Jack Weisner, 72, well-known trader 
jand prospector of this area, is re- 
|covering in the Hudson Hope Hos- 
pital after a 470 mile trip when he 
was brought out by dog team relays 
through the snowbound mountain 
passes, suffering from frostbite and 
starvation. 

Weisner has lain for eight days 
in a deserted Indian cabin only 
crawling out of his eiderdown 
to add fuel from the cabin roof to 
a small fire, sick at his stomach and 
out of food, with his chest, face, 
feet and hands frozen, when he was 
found by Fred Blanchard, packer 
for Otto Luberg, a friend of Blan- 
chard’s, 

The aged trader had been over- 
come by the 70-below temperature 
and biting wind on January 5 and 
crawled into the ramshackle cabin. 
He had been prospecting in the 
Kechika country, north of Sifton 
|pass, 470 miles northwest of Hud- 
son Hope. 

He shot one of his three dogs but 
was unable to eat any of the ani- 
mal and, on the ninth day, was con- 
templating ending his life with his 
rifle when Blanchard arrived,

Thomas Dick and Ralph Holness, 
attendants, denjed that undue treat- 
ment had been given to Olynyk 
and said that they had simply 
sought to control him as he was 
violent. At one time, Olynyk was 
on the floor while they held his

| chanical “jacket” was prepared for 
him, As the jacket was being fit- 
ted Olynyk started to quiet down, 
and a short time later was dead, 
The attendants denied violence. 

Dr. A. D, MacPherson, staff phy-

PRECIPITATION MARK GIVES 
FARMER CHEERING OUTLOOK 


TORONTO, March 8—The Canadian wheat-farmer, a gambler if 
there ever was one, has called the first shot in his long parley down the 
line of seed-bed moisture, sowing weather, rust, insect pests, growing 
rains and favorable harvest weather, Records show winter precipitation 
on the prairies has been approximately 50 percent better than normal. 

At 10 widely-separated points on the prairies, almost any one of 
which has seen good prospects in the last three years wiped out by rust, 
insects or the wrong weather, figures for precipitation from the end of 
September to the beginning of February show a consistent margin over 
normal. Last year at this time the reports showed about normal moisture. 

Across the southern prairies, where bad weather for the last three 
years brought drought to the farmhouse doorsteps, the precipitation 
figures run encouragingly over the normal mark. To the north, the show- 
ing is equally good and in most cases better, At Edmonton, precipitation 
shows at more than double the normal, 

The following table, compiled at the Dominion meteorological bureau 
for The Canadian Press, shows in inches the excess over normal in each 
of the four months under review, and the total excess. The normal figure 
for the four-month total is bracketed with each observation point:

Two New Planets 
Placed On Record 


ALGIERS, Algeria, March 8, -- 
The discovery of two small planets 
was announced by the Algiers ob- 
servatory yesterday. 

It was said they are like two pre- 
viously reported on Jan. 9 by the 
same observatory, belonging to a 
group of asteroids circulating be- 
tween Mars and Jupiter. 

The two satellites—which have 
been designated 1984 BA and 1934 
CL-—were found on photographs 
taken through a small telescope Jan. 
18 and Feb. 10. 

They have been classified by the 
international astronomical office at 
Berlin as the 14th magnitude.

APPEALS OUT 


City Council Sits for More 
Than Four Hours as 
Court of Revision 


Sitting for more than four hours 
Wednesday night, city council, sit- 
ting as a court of appeal on 1934 
land and building assessments, dis- 
missed almost all of the 400 appeals 
listed for hearing. The majority of 
the appellants signified their in- 
tention of carrying their cases to 
the Alberta Assessrnent Commission, 
a higher court, and in these in- 
stances council did not deal with 
the appeals. 

On several assesstnents in dis- 
pute, the city assessor was instruct- 
ed to carry out a re-inspection of 
the property and report back to 
council, 

ONLY TWO REDUCTIONS 

Only two reductions in building 
valuations were allowed. A build- 
ing owned by Alfred Binnin at 
Lot 28, Block 103 Jasper Place sub- 
division, was reduced from $2,075 to 
$2,000. A valuation of $1,800 set on 
4 building owned by Harry and Eva 
Maday at Lot 3, Block 8, River 
Lots 12 and 16, was cut to $1,700. 

All the larger business appeals, 
including those of the Canadian Na- 
tional and Canadian Pacific Rail- 
ways and the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, were simply dismissed by 
council when it was reperted that 
the appellants intended pleading 
their cases before the commission. 

Those who did not appear before 
the court Wednesday night to speak 
to their appeals still have the right 
to take them to the provincial as- 
sessment body. In all cases, howe 
ever, notice of appeal to the Al- 
berta Assessment Sommission must 
be given in writing to Acting City 
Clerk Alfred Russell within eight 
days after the appeals have been

When you plan a meal in which 


rice, macaroni or some other po- 
tato substitute is to be used, it’s 
well to keep in mind certain im- 
portant points. Potatoes do much 
more than furnish starch to the 
diet. Rice and potatoes are both 
food sources of starch, but pota- 
toes add minerals which tend to 
balance the acidity of the dinner 
meat while rice, which yields an 
acid ash, increases the acid content 
of the meal. Consequently, when 
rice, macaroni or any of the paste 
foods take the place of potatoes, it 
is necessary to serve other foods 
known to be rich in mineral consti- 
tuents. 

TO SERVE WITH PASTE FOODS 

Such vegetables as beets, car- 
rots, celery, radishes and lettuce; 
should be used in abundance with} 
rice and the paste-foods, Combina- 
tion dishes of rice and tomatoes or 
macaroni and tomatoes supply 
quite completely the food elements 
found in potatoes. 

Meals in which dried beans and} 
peas are used must be considered 
from a different angle. These foods 
are good sources of mineral constit- 
uents and tend to produce alkalin- 
ity when digested and assimilated 
by the body.

By terms of another section pro- 
vision is made for payment by the 
beneficiary of duty in respect of 
any money paid to him under a} 
policy of life insurance or a policy| 
of accident insurance upon the life 
of a deceased domiciled or resident | 
within the province at the date of | 
death, in cases where duty is not} 
otherwise payable in respect of the 
money 

Another section contains a dec- 
laration thet no executor, admin- 
istratoy or trustee shall be person- 
ally liable for the payment of duty 
and a prohibition against any deal- 
ing with any property in respect of 
which duty is payable unless pro- 
vision is made to the satisfaction 
of the minister for payment of the 
duty.

OUT OF BOUNDS | 
To the average player of golf,} 
the definition of “out of bounds” 
which has ruled since the last gen-, 


eral revision of the rules in 1920 
was sufficiently clear without ad-! 
dition or amendment. The Rules} 
of Golf Committee, however, has 
this year added an amending| 
clause, It now states: “Out of| 


bounds is all ground on which play | 
is prohibited, but it does not in- 
clude ground under repair.” 

The usual boundaries are those 
of the club property but these may 
be varied by the use of boundary 
stakes. A ball lying more than half 
over the boundary line is out of | 
bounds. A player may stand out 
of bounds to play a stroke with a 
ball which is within bounds. 

Rule 23 states that if a ball lie} 
out of bounds the player shall play 
his next stroke as nearly as pos- 
sible at the spot from which the 
ball which is out of bounds was 
played, adding a penalty stroke to 
the score for the hole. If the stroke 
was played from the tee a ball may | 
be teed; in all other cases it must 
be dropped. The penalty for out 
of bounds may be remitted by lo- | 
cal rule. 

This rule causes many disputes 
Many players fail to realize that if | 
their ball goes out of bounds, they | 
MUST return to the spot from | 
which that ball was played, drop 
another ball and play it. If the 
stroke was from the tee they must 
count that stroke, add a penalty 
stroke (unless remitted by local 
rule), tee another ball and count 
the stroke played with it Thus, | 
under stroke and distance penalty, | 
they are playing their third stroke 
from the tee. 

This penalty of stroke and dis- 
tance is one of “The Unholy Three 
of golf 
triumvirate are the penaltie 
lost ball and unplayable lie. In 
each case, if the ball was played| 
from the tee, the player must play 
his next ball from the tee, count | 
the stroke with each ball and the | 
penalty stroke. If he played from | 
the fairway, he MUST drop another
